There was 18 cases, 
of which three died aud about half a 
dozen were left crippled in a more or 
less degree. 


It is not neccessary or expedient to 


relate here our experience during 
our unwelcome visitor's stay with us 
but we should remember what we did 
and endeavor to avoid some of our 
mistakes.
